It is expected that some of the re­ 
turns will be received here before nine 
o'clock.

the street, streets so narrow th at alert 
ness is necessary to escape passing 
vehicles. 
There are no sidewalks. 
We drove through the beautiful A la­ 
meda, to E uropa Point, then around 
the other side of the mighty rock 1,430 
feet in height, to the strip of Neutral 
Ground, which separates E n g lan d ’s 
belongings from 
that 
of S p a in ’s. 
This strip is only 700 feet long and 300 
feet wide, 
and 
in our country 
we 
would call it “ no m an ’s land ” 
Eng­ 
lish sentinels pace up and down on 
one side, and Spanish sentinels on the 
other. 
G ib raltar has been a British 
possession since 1704, but the Spanish 
sentinels still say, 
after calling the 
hour, “ And G ib raltar is tem porarily 
in the hands of the E nglish.” 
I kept 
wondering what might happen should 
the guards on either side fail to go 
on duty. 
This terraced city is intense­ 
ly interesting, with its many Indian 
curios, S panish 
antiques, haughty 
English, sad M oors and the historical

Sunday m orning the “ C incinnati” 
arrived at M alaga. 
W e were only in 
port about ten hours. 
We drove 
through the prettily situated place, on 
M alaga Bay, with m ountains for a 
background. 
We 
looked into che 
Cathedral 
during 
service, 
though 
through the city there were no signs i 
of Sunday quietness. 
W e 
passed 
grand villas, homes fit forJour|million- 
aires, surrounded with dower gardens, 
orange trees laden with fruit, and a 
general air of prosperity. 
After a 
sail of 24 hours we anchored at A l­ 
giers, which has every characteristic 
of an Oriental city. 
Motley crowds 
of all nations are on the street. 
Some 
of the streets are as wide as those in 
Seymour, while I passed through a 


I short one just 3 feet in width. 
The 
whole city ’3 built from the h arb o r up 
the m ountain side, and the beauty 
grows g rander on the ascending scale. 
We visited the market, 
and found all 
kinds of fresh vegetables and fruits. 
We stepped aside to gaze at the veiled 
ladies, much bedecked in white, and 
also to allow the donkeys to pass, 
with their big panniers filled with all 
sorts of truck, leaving but little visi­ 
ble except their ears. 
Eggs are a 
great commodity in Algiers. 
I know 
not for what they sell per dozen, but 
do know I paid ten cents for one. 
We 
took a tram ride miles out of the city, 
and met a funeral, wiih the m ourners 
all walking behind the carried casket. 
The sights and scenes were so foreign, 
that it causes my brain to whirl, in 


m artyred president, and flags swung 
from all parts of the saloons. 
Speech 
es §were made, the “ S ta r Spangled 
B an n er” and “ A m erica” sung while 
; we stood. 
The evening before reach­ 
ing Genoa, the captain gave a most 
gorgeous dinner. 
The ices were ship­ 
shaped, and lit up with candles. 
The 
saloon was darkened as they were be­ 
ing served by the stewards, fantastic­ 
ally arrayed as fishermen. 
At Genoa 
about 150 passengers left the steamer. 
! W e went through official red tape, to 
pass the customs. 
I declared I had 
no cigarettes, cigars, nor matches or 
whisky while they rummaged through 
luggage. 
I 
have a fondness for 
Genoa, where the man who discovered 
us, first saw the light of day. 
It 
abounds in palaces, and I visited so 
many, that even to dream that I dwell 
in m arble halls would cause night­ 
mare. 
These relics of grandeur, with 
the names of past possessors alm ost 
obliterated from memory, show the 
folly of much of this w orld’s goods. 
The most attractive artificial wonder 
of Genoa to the Campo Santo, with its 
sumptous monuments, in the recesses 
of its arcades. 
W e saw them digging 
bones of the poor dead, so th at the 
ground may be resold, while the dug 
bones are thrown away. 
One evening 
at dusk, two of us became confused 
in the narrow, twisted, crowded streets 
of Genoa, and had to be guided to 
our hotel by a policeman. 
He did not 
understand English, but we staggered 
at the Italian name of our hotel, so he 
finally comprehended, and under his 
escort we landed safely. 
The g arb of 
policemen and soldiers in these for­ 
eign lands, is very funny. 
Imagine 
our policemen arrayed in bright red 
trousers, 
bright blue coats, bright 
green gloves, with swords 
almost 
touching the ground hanging on the 
side, or any of our m ilitary guards 
with great bunches of cock’s feathers, 
swinging on the side of a wide rimmed 
hat. 
We left Genoa in a stuffy com­ 
partment carriage, and had for com­ 
panions a German girl who diligently 
studied her Baedeker and two English 
ladies. 
They “ fawncied” so many 
things about America, but I hastened 
to assure them that in most instances 
their “ fawncy” was incorrect. 
Rail- 
i way traveling over here is a joke, or 
would be, if it were not necessary to 
go 
from 
one place 
to 
another. 
Imagine ladies swinging off and on 
high steps of the carriages, without 
assistance, and with hands full of lug­ 
gage. 
I am learning to do it with the 
agility of a brakem an. 
The trains are 
very long, and the guards run along 
the sides blowing little horns, to warn 
all that we are to start. 
They are 
very strict in the exam ination of bag­ 
gage, when passing from Italy into 
France. 
I felt 
like mounting an 
elevated place, and announcing how 
such things are done in our land. 
The confusion was like unto Bedlam. 
My poor innocent luggage was clawed 
over, while I again declared it con­ 
tained no tobacco nor liquor. 
They 
issue no checks for baggage over here

Movement

Both Money and Credit. 
New Orleans, March 11.—For some 
weeks the collapse of the Estrada 
movement In Nicaragua has been ex­ 
pected in New Orleans because of 
financial weakness. 
Both the Madriz 
and Estrada governments have been 
hard up for money from the beginning 
of the present struggle, and success 
depended upon getting funds from the 
outside. 
The Estrada revolution was 
financed, it is understood, largely by 
American interests in Bluefields, gen­ 
erally New Orleans concerns operating 
there. 
The war has lasted longer 
than was expected and the concerns 
have refused to put up any more. 
A 
loan was secured in New York, but 
when the revolutionary government 
defaulted on one of its notes in that 
city its credit was destroyed and it 
then was considered that tlie revolu­ 
tion was hopeless, as it was impossi­ 
ble to get arms and ammunition. 
While the Estrada movement failed 
through loss of credit, Madriz, who 
was equally hard put at the time, is 
said to have recently received $500,- 
000 from .Mexico, sent by Francesco 
Castro, the Nicaraguan representative 
in Mexico City, and taken to Managua 
by Robert Bone. 
It. is charged that the money was 
contributed by the Mexican govern­ 
ment, but it seems more likely that it 
was 
raised 
by 
sympathizers 
with 
Madriz. the Mexicans being friendly 
with his government. The fund came 
at a most opportune time, enabling 
Madriz to equip the volunteers that 
rallied to his banner from Salvador 
and Honduras, and helping him to put 
up a far more effective fight than he 
had been doing.

false entries in the books of the bank 
ta d 
the 
abstractio n 
of 
notes 
and 
bonds. 
W illiam M. M arker is charged 
with em bezzlem ent, the m isapplication 
of certain funds, the abstractio n of 
notes and bonds and with m aking false 
entries in the books of the bank and 
in 
repo rts to the controller of the 
U nited States. 
It was on July 26. 1909. when the of 
flcials of the hank opened that institu ­ 
tion and found that 
the vault was 
em pty of cash, in all about $'»."».000 
It w as also ascertained that Noah R. 
M arker, 
the 
assistant 
cashier 
and 
brother of W illiam 
H. 
M arker, the 
cashier, was m issing. 
The directors 
held a m eeting and then placed in the 
w indow a notice stating that the as­ 
sistan t cashier had absconded with the 
funds. 
The bank then ceased to do 
business 
temjiorarily. 
W illiam 
H. 
M arker denied absolutely any knowl­ 
edge of his brother's whereabouts, as 
did other m em bers of his family. His 
return July SO w as equally as surpris­ 
ing as his disappearance. 
Later he 
was a rre ste d and tak en before United 
States Com m issioner E llis at Muncie. 
H e gave bond for his app earan ce when 
wanted and was released.

Any Farm er Can Grow the Gourd and 
Transform It Into a Pipe. 
D o you w ant a calabash pipe? 
If so, 
you needn’t pay a dealer from $5 to 
$12 for one. 
Grow it and m ake it 
yourself. 
A fter you have grow’n the 
gourd you can make the pipe in about 
half an hour at a co st o f half a dol­ 
lar. 
So sa y s the bureau o f plant in­ 
dustry 
at 
W ashington. 
And 
your 
hom em ade calabash, If you take prop­ 
er pains in the m aking, w ill be just 
as artistic and satisfactory as th e ex­ 
pensive im ported one. 
The calabash is m ade from a South 
A frican 
gourd. 
U ntil 
recently 
this 
gourd w’a s not grow n elsew here, but 
the A m erican consul at Cape Town,

H. L. W ashington, sent som e o f the 
calabash seeds to the departm ent ot 
agriculture in 190(5. 
Since then the 
governm ent has discovered by experi­ 
m entation that the calabash will grow 
alm ost anyw here in the U nited States. 
T he gourd seed Is planted about like 
m elon seeds and at tin» sam e period. 
It grow s luxuriantly, each vine pro­ 
ducing m any gourds. 
Not all of them 
are su itab le for pipe m aterial. 
Many 
are blighted by insert bites or other 
causes. 
Most 
o f the gourds crook 
their ow n necks in grow ing. 
If the 
grow’er w’atits a pipe neck with arti­ 
ficial kinks he can get w hat he w ants 
by bending rtie pliable neck in the 
w ay it is desired for it to grow’ and 
then w aiting until the gourd m atures. 
Cut off the big end o f the gourd at 
the

indicated 
f«*r 
your 
pipe 
bow l's top. 
Clean out the pith. 
Cut 
off the neck end and m ake a little hole 
w ith your k nife blade. 
Get a curved 
pipe m outhpiece with a screw’ thread. 
O ne from any old pipe w ill do, but it 
should be carefu lly boiled beforehand 
to cleanse it from nicotine deposits. 
Screw the thread into th e oi>eniug 
in the neck o f your gourd. 
If you 
w’ant an inner pipe bow! that can be 
taken out for cleaning, you can buy a 
cheap one, such as is used In m eer­ 
schaum s, at a tobacconist’s store.

inner bowl 
! then pressed dow n flush w ith the top

UTILITY OF BEEKEEPING. 


Insects Render Valuable Aid In Crop 
Cultivation. 
Beekeeping is a valuable aid in the 
cultivation of fruit and seed crops. 
Insects which feed on nectar play an 
important part in the fertilization of 
flowers. 
Fertilization is effected in 
other ways, but the agency of insects 
is the more certain and efficacious, and 
no other insect is comparable with the 
honeybee iu this respect. 
A strong hive contains 10,000 bees in 
February. 15,000 in March, 40,000 in 
April and from 00,000 to 80,000 in 
May. 
It has been discovered by skill­ 
ful observers that the average load of 
nectar carried to the hive by a bee 
is about threaten tbs of a grain, so 
that the collection of one pound of 
nectar requires nearly 23,000 foraging 
excursions. 
By means of hives set on 
balances it has been found that the 
daily increase of weight in May aver­ 
ages three and three-tenth pounds. Oc­ 
casionally more than eleven pounds 
is gained in one day, and when the 
amount consumed by the bees and the 
loss of weight by evaporation are con­ 
sidered it appears probable that the 
average daily quantity of nectar col­ 
lected is uot less than eleven pounds, 
which would load 250,000 bees. 
As a 
bee visits ten flowers on the average 
in collecting a single load, some 2,500,- 
000 flowers are visited in one day by 
the bees of a single hive. 
An addi­ 
tional large number of visits is re­ 
quired for the collection of pollen. 
These figures explain why many trees 
and plants bear small crops in the 
absence of bees. 
The bee is charged with various 
imaginary crimes. 
Its sting is for­ 
midable, but chiefly to the imprudent. 
It is accused of ravaging fruit, but its 
tongue is formed exclusively for the 
extraction of sweet juices, and its 
mandibles are unable to pierce the 
skin of a fruit. 
Grapes have been 
taken intact from the interior of a 
hive in which they had been allowed 
to remain four days. 
A grape which 
had been smeared with honey rvas 
licked clean, but was not injured. The 
bees inserted their tongues in pin­ 
holes made in the skin of a grape and 
extracted some of the juice, but they 
were unable to enlarge the holes. 
In 
some districts bees are menaced by 
insecticides 
intended 
for other 
sects. 
At Terricio, Italy, in 1907 
the bees were killed by spraying 
olive trees with sodium arsenate mix­ 
ed with molasses for the purpose of 
destroying the olive fly.—Cosmos. 


HOT WATER HEATER. 


Homemade Arrangement That Peeved 
Entirely datiefaetory. 
As we desired to put in a hot water 
heating system in our house and as 
the estimates seemed too high for us, 
we decided to put In the system aud 
to make our own heater, which, when 
completed, proved very satisfactory 
and was much cheaper to install, says 
a New Jersey correspondent of Popu­ 
lar Mechanics. 
A fire box, grates, ash 
pan and door from an old hot air 
heater were used. 
Then a pipe boiler 
was constructed from two manifolds. 
A, which we purchased, each having 
four outlets for one Inch pipe open­ 
ings and in both ends for one and one- 
half inch pipe. 
Twelve one-inch re­ 
turn bends, four one-inch ells and 
four one-inch nipples, six inches long, 
were purchased. 
The center lengths 
of pipe were cut so as to bring the 
return bends inside the casing and 
the manifolds outside. 
The pipe had to be bent a little so 
as to give it a drop and not allow the 
water to trap. 
The burr was reamed 
out of the pipe ends to allow free cir­ 
culation.

There 
have been thousands of such instances 
in the United States, and that became 
one of the problems with which the 
instructors had to deal. 
The blind, of 
course, read by touch. 
Bicture a sheet of heavy paper that 
has been run through a typewriting 
machine and covered with inkless pc* 
nods. 
Imagine the period key of a 
typewriter has been struck again and 
again, and its heavy impression in the 
paper Ir is been left uninked all over 
the sheet. Turn the sheet, run over it 
with your Augers, and you have an 
idea of a page in a magazine for the 
blind. 
| 
The Matilda Ziegler Magazine con­ 
tains about fifty pages. For each page 
a brass plate must be prepared. From 
this plate on heavy paper dampened 
to take the impression of the arranged 
points 
each page 
is 
printed. 
Th* 
plates are costly and involve labor of 
infinite pains. 
Sometimes they have 
to be changed again and again. 
There are between 75,000 and 80.00L 
blind people in the 
United States. 
Even IO cents a year, the subscrip 
tion price of the magazine, is consider-, 
able to many of t Dem.

THE MYSTERY OF LIFE. 


Science Finds Little Real Life In a 
Healthy Body. 
That a great part of the body be­ 
sides the bones is really dead iu a 
healthy, living rnau is the verdict of 
science. 
Even the blood, which has 
always been called “the life,” is only 
alive as to its corpuscles. These swim 
in the liquid known as the plasma, 
which is not alive, and can be re­ 
placed by a serum that may have beeu 
standing in a druggist’s bottle for six 
mouths. 
With the hair, teeth, bones 
and blood plasma are to be classed 
the lymph, the chyle, the fluid* in the 
pleura, pericardium, peritoneum and 
even the cerebrospinal fluid—the fluid 
part of the brain and spinal column. 
None of the gases aud fluids in the 
body are more alive thau the lime of 
the bones. 
This leaves us the ceils 
as the only living part, and these are 
dying aud being replaced by the mil­ 
lion every hour. 
From all of which facts it is argued 
by certain scientists that life is 
do 
more real than death and that the only 
difference between life and death is a 
state of the protoplasm or contents of 
the cell. 
As long as the cell is alive 
it retains and controls the chemical 
substances 
which 
constitute 
proto­ 
plasm, Dut as soon as it is really dead 
the control is lacking aud the cell 
breaks up. 
This still leaves us much in the dark 
as to what is life. 


Sanitary Concrete. 
The sanitary properties of the re-en 
forced concrete building should partic 
ularly appeal to merchants who con 
template the erection of a store build 
ing. 
Such a building is sanitary in 
the highest degree. 
It is damp proof 
and vermin proof. Therefore this type 
of construction means much to the 
merchants carrying goods which can 
be attacked by mice, rats, bugs, etc.. 
and also merchandise which may be 
affected 1>3’ dampness. 
There are ne 
open spaces in the solid walls and 
floors within which vermin can hide, 
nor eau th 03’ bore holes. 


A Huge Scrap Heap. 
The largest scrap heap in the w’orld 
is in San Francisco, a relic of tin 
great lire which followed the earth­ 
quake of April, I!NNJ. It is fort3’ feel 
high, a hundred feet square and con 
tains 29,000 tons, all cut in equal 
lengths of eighteen inches and piled in 
one solid mass, with the sides a.^ 
plumb and true as a brick wall. This 
is the only one of four heaps of equa: 
size and proportions which remains 
intact in its original size and shape 
the other three having beeu drawn 
upon as the material w’as needed. 


Soft Pneumatic Tires. 
The pneumatic tire is the best for 
runabouts and louring cars because of 
its resiliency, ease of operation and 
its quick and simple method of repair. 
Pneumatic 
tires are susceptible to 
punctures and other injuries which, if 
not giveu the proper attention, result 
in a soft or deflated tire. 
The user, 
quite often through an ignorance of 
the technical construction or probably 
from an indifference to the result, will 
ride the tire a considerable distance 
deflated, w’hieh will injure a tire so it 
will require quite an expenditure for 
repairs or render it unfit for further 
service. 
Although it is uot always 
convenient to make repairs or replace­ 
ments with an emergency tire carried 
for that purpose, it is beyond doubt 
advisable in view of the injuries that 
W’ill probably ot lier wise occur. 


New Uses of Cement. 
European engineers are appreciative 
of the value of cement grouting for 
repairing 
defective 
masonry, 
lining 
wells and for making tunnel roofs 
water tight. 
In Germany a well pol­ 
luted by infiltrations was put into sat­ 
isfactory condition by lowering into it 
a sheet iron drum, filling the space 
between the drum and the walls of 
the well with portland cement and 
withdrawing the drum after the ce­ 
ment had set. 
The damaged masonry 
of the tunnel was repaired by injecting 
liquid cement under pressure. 
Air at 
a pressure of seventy-eight pounds per 
square inch sufficed to force the ce­ 
ment into place.
